A THIBUJRAIXROAD. 


Announcement is made of the fact 


that the new southern route across the 
continent, by which passengers may go 
from San Francisco to New York Tin 
San Antonio, Houston, Galrestoa and 
New Orleans, is Hearing oonpletton. 
and preparations for the movement of 
-passengef and freight trains are being 
made. 
The San Francisco Bulletin 


states that Oolonel|Fred Crocker, Pres- 
ident of the Southern Pacific Kailroad 
of Arizona and New Mexico has goue to 
the front to meet Charles Crocker, C. 
P. Huntington, Leland Stanford, and 
the President of the Galveston, Houston 
and San Antonio Eailroad. The lost 
named road is a part of the great trans- 
continental chain of the Southern Paci- 
fic, and the meeting in honor of the un- 
ion of rails will take place in Texas a 
short distance east of the bend, or grand 
canyon of the Bio Grande. 
There is 


only a short gap to be filled iu order to 
complete the through line. 
The grad- 


ing in the gap is doue, the rails are on 
band and the work of track-laying wil' 
be completed about the 15th instant. It 
is expected that the loute will be open 
for through passenger travel on January 
1, 1883. 
All indications point to a de- 


termination on the part of the managers 
of the Southern Pacific to make the 
new transcontinental line via New Or- 
leans and other southern cities the fa- 
vorite line of passenger travel between 
•the Atlantic and Pacific. Everything that 
modern skill aud science in railroad con- 
struction have advanced to render a trip 
pleasant^to the traveler, will be brought 
into requisition on the now route. The 
passenger may step aboard an elegant 
sleeping car, and ride over a solid, 
smooth, well-ballasted steel rail path 
from the Goldon Gate to the Orescent 
City. It is estimated that a superior 
rate of speed will be attained, as the 
aew engines are of the most approved 
patterns. 
The time schedule, has not 


yet been prepared, but it transpires that 
the journey to New.York via New Or- 
leans will not exceed the time of the 
present schedule from San Francisco to 
New York via Omaha. 
The scenery 


along thffl Rio Grande is sublime und 
picturesque.^Doubtless the majesty of 
the scenery along this celebrated stream 
and the desire of overland passaugers 
to pass through the old settled Southern 
towns, will render the new line most 
acceptable to travelers across the conti- 
nent. It is also probable that very 
many California people will -visit New 
Orleans during the Mardi Gras Carnival 
as the journey can be made without 
tedious delays and changes."
